The move to West Side was hard for all parties. The Newark 
Vocational students appeared to be at odds with West Side students in 
the first 2 months. But little did everyone know, our combined 
basketball teams was already gelling and had won 2 championships in 
the off season. This momentum would carry over to the regular 
season and bring the school together. We won our first 6 games, 
captured a NPS Holiday Tournament Championship, and was ranked 
in the state for the Ist time in school history. This season was 
highlighted by trips to the Semifinal round in the Essex County 
Tournament and by a second victory over the defending champs at 
Newark East Side in the Quarterfinal Round of the NJSIAA North 2, 
Group 3 State Tournament. However, less than 24 hours later, we lost 
to the eventual champions, Colonia. We graduated 8 seniors off this 
team, but vowed to be back next year even with a young nucleus. 

in the summer months leading up to the season, we flirted with many 
different lineups trying to find the right combination to fit our style of 
play. It wasn’t until the school year started that we found the right 
pieces to the puzzle. Three eventual starters transferred in before the 
start of the basketball season. Dayvon Savage had to sit the first 30 
days but Justin Jones and Isiah Reyes was able to play at the 
beginning. Quayon Williams-King and Yasim Hooker rounded out the 
starting lineup. Freshman James Bell held down the final starting 
position until Dayvon Savage was cleared to play. This season also 
marked the return of Alif Beyah Jr. who had to sit out last season. 
Several key players had to step up with such limited numbers. 
Shaquan Barnes brought senior leadership and heart. Keon Thomas 
was active on the boards. Javonne Jones protected the rim while 
Ja’Quill Wise played stellar defense. Newcomers Daviean Espinal and 
Shahidaquan McGee had to sit out the entire season but were very 
instrumental in our highly competitive practices. 

The season got off to a slow start due to chemistry issues, selfishness, 
and a poor defensive mindset. Despite those issues, we made it back 


to the NPS Holiday Tournament Final to defend our championship in: 
rematch from last year. Although we were up at halftime, Newark 
East Side edged us out for the victory. Coach Craig Chillious made it: 
point for all of us stay and watch their celebration because he wanted 
us to learn from that moment. We also knew from last year that 
winning 3 Holiday Tournament doesn’t ensure a State Championship 
and that was our ultimate goal. The season was filled with highs and 
lows and we could see our hopes-of securing home court advantage 
in the NJSIAA State Tournament fading quickly. With two early losses 
in the Liberty Division of the Super Essex Conference and an Essex 
County Tournament Seeding Meeting on Monday, we made a brave 
decision to play a “Red Hot” Livingston team at their home that 
Friday. We were down 21-7 in the first quarter before we could catc 
our breath. We gathered ourselves and closed out the last quarter 
with a 21-9 run to capture the victory. Quayon Williams-King had 23 
points and 10 rebounds. Keon Thomas had a triple double with 10 
points, 16 rebounds, and 11 blocks. This win would save our season 
but a loss to #4 Seton Hall Prep (the very next game) would define 
our season. After a lackluster performance at home to Seton Hall 
Prep that had “die-hard” fans leaving in disgust, | decided to go back 
to my roots, which is DEFENSE. At that very moment, “SWARM” was 
born. Playing until the final BUZZer and how losses STING. Killer 
Bees SWARM and I needed my players to SWARM on DEFENSE. So 
our huddle chant became SWARM on 3 and boy... did we SWARM. 
We won our next 8 games and captured the Super Essex Conference:

This set up a state 
record fifth encounter with Newark Central in the NJSIAA North 2 
Group 2 Sectional Final. We jumped out to a double digit lead in the 
first half but Central kept coming back. We end up beating a very 
good Central team 69-49 and capturing our first ever Sectional 
Crown. Тат still looking for the players that gave me a Gatorade 
Bath and messed up a perfectly good suit. 

[he next game against Ramsey started this magical rollercoaster ride 
that made Isiah Reyes a household name. At the end of the second 
overtime, I saw my team hold the ball for the whole period only to get 
the worst shot possible 3 straight periods. Ramsey ceased this 
opportunity and scored off the tip. A war of attrition ensued and we 
were down by 5 points with a minute on the clock. Quayon came 
down, missed a shot, got the rebound and missed again. This time a 
Ramsey player grabbed the rebound and Quayon used his final foul. 
Some players and coaches feel he fouled out on purpose because he 
thought we were going to lose. He came to the bench and started 
crying. That’s when he subconsciously woke up the sleeping giant in 
Isiah Reyes. Isiah told Quayon to, "Shut Up and Stop Crying because 
| 

Got You”. The Ramsey player missed both Free Throws and Isiah 
came down and hit 3 3 pointer to bring us within 2 points with 30 
seconds to go. We called a timeout and Yasim begged me to get back 
in. | obliged and Yasim forced a jump ball on the inbounds play. 
Dayvon threw the ball to Isiah at half court and Isiah took one step 
and pulled from “Steph Curry” range and nailed the three pointer to 
put us up for good. The capacity crowd went crazy. Isiah 


immediately started crying while his nose was running and stared at 
the crowd while breathing hard breaths. He ran to the bleachers and 
started to hit his head on them. The Referees was about to call a tech 
when Gary Taylor said, “Ak, Go Get Isiah”. When I brought Isiah to 
the huddle, he was still crying and yelling, “PM NOT GOING HOMEN!” 
We asked him to sit down but he said he couldn't because something 
had come over him. Both teams missed key free throws in the final 
seconds before Javonne Jones hit two Free Throws to seal the 55-51 
victory. 

The Camden game was one for the ages and will forever live deep in 
my heart. We were down 18 points late in the 3rd quarter before we 
came roaring back to beat “The High” at Rutgers University. Isiah 
Reyes had 18 points in the 4th quarter but none was bigger than the 2 
free throws he hit with 1.8 seconds remaining in the game to give us 
our first Group 2 State Championship.
